the 


orange peel and simmer gently about 
thirty minutes or until tender. Drain', 
roll each piece in granulated sugar 
and put on oiled paper to dry in the 
sun or the warming oven.

twenty years ago when Zelaler was 
'eervlng In the army. He quarreled 
vlth Sergeant Vjlaky, and as the rules 
forbade an ordinary duel, they agreed 
to draw lots to determine which of 
them chould commit 
suicide within 


five years. 


Zelsler drew the black lot, but as 


the sergeant soon afterwards emigrat- 
ed to America, he thought It safe not 
to fulfil the compact. A few days ago, 
however. Vjlaky mot 
him 
on 
the 


'street In Budapest and he Insisted that 
he keep his word. Zeiuler begged his 
enemy to overlook the bargain on the 
'; ground that he was engaged to he mar- 
'rled. He offered Vjlaky his whole for- 


• tune of $7,750 as a ransom, but Vjlaky 
said he had made a fortune In the Uni- 
ted States and must see Zelsler give 
up his life, not his money. He added 
If Zelsler did not kill himself in thirty 
days he would shoot him. Zelsler then 
committed suicide with a revolver 
after writing letters explaining the cir- 
cumstances. 


The police are searching for Vjlaky, 


as the "American" duel Is a criminal 
offense, punishable by ten years' Im- 
prisonment.
